But some people do not and it is 
to them that the helping hand of Life Line 
is extended. People in need can telephone 
Life Line any time of the day or night, 7 
days a week, about any problem, No 
appointment is necessary and the services 
provided are totally free of charge. 

A caller to Life Line will speak with a 
telephone counsellor whose role is accept- 
ing, non-judgmental and understanding. 
The telephone counsellor will try to focus 
the caller on the meaning of his or her 
conflicts, resistances and actions. The 
counsellor will seek to aid the caller to find 
and to build upon his or her strengths. The 
caller will be assisted in exploring options 
and will be encouraged to make decisions 
and to act upon them, 

One of the options that may be offered 
to callers is a visit to Life Line’s office for 
face to face counselling, And what can Life 
Line do when it is obvious from a call that 
a life is threatened? Life Line maintains 
trouble teams which are available to go to 
the spot where life is in danger.

Vic Fernandez Comments 


First, congratulations to Sebastian Giampaolo 
on hjs selection by Rudi Gutendorf for the squad 
to train for the centenary match against England 
at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday night, 
May 31. With the excellent quality of strikers 
available in Australia today, Bas will know that 
the road ahead will be very hard indeed. The 
work will be intense, but the reward will be 
there. And | might add that there are a couple of 
other fellows in our team who have the potential 
to make that Australian Squad too, Let’s see 
what the season brings. 

You have probably already read my comment 
that although we lost the match against Marconi 
to an excellent goal to Bertie Mariani | thought 
the team played better than it did in its 5-1 
defeat of St. George. Certainly the result was 
different: perhaps a draw would have been fairer. 
| suppose that if Walter Valeri had not slipped 
when he did, some 15 minutes into the first 
half, he would have scored the first goal in that 
match. Had that happened, | reckon it would 
have been a case of deja vu — on our way to the 
same result as the home match against Marconi 
last season which we won 3-1, If we had gone one 
nil ahead, Marconi would have had to open up 
for the equaliser which would have given us a 
good chance to get through. That didn’t happen. 
Marconi played a closed game, never taking great 
risks and once it had that goal registered it really 
closed up shop. Getting any break was very hard, 

Sometimes, as | have told the boys, we have 
to do things that we do not like. Harry Williams 
set a good example in that match. His play, in an 
unaccustomed role, was good for the team. He 
has always been fullback. He changed his role to 
almost a stopper and shadowed Jankovics where- 
ever he went. It was a good job. | have heard 
some questions as to why Danny Moulis, who 
was booked, got 2 points in the player of the 
year competition. His job was to take on Peter 
Sharne and contain him, It was as if he was play- 
ing with fire. He had a good chance of getting 
scorched. He did get a booking, but | allowed for 
that. He did his job for me very well. 

Again, at Newcastle, there were all our won- 
derful supporters, but | wonder whether their 
cheers were for us, initially, or for the skills of 
that man, George Donda, who commanded so 
much respect in the clash between the Support- 
ers teams. Those who read the Adelaide City pro- 
gram last year know that George was listed as our 
new striker — and there you are, he scored a goal 
at Newcastle. Well done, George, and also all 
those other liberos and what-have-you who took 
to the pitch in Newcastle. 

In the first 10 or 15 minutes of our match 
against Newcastle we were winning everything. 
The team was attacking and well organised. After 
that, | don’t know what went wrong. Perhaps 


Newcastle started to settle down a little and we 
got into a bit of a problem trying to pass long 
balls from the defence.

HEIDELBERG UNITED 
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On 1 September last year, in the program for 
our match against Heidelberg, | wrote: 

“If there is a dark horse in this year’s PSL 
competition, that beast is with us this afternoon”. 

Heidelberg was then fifth on the table but had 
two matches in hand. The charge that Heidelberg 
made up the ladder in the balance of the season 
is now PSL history. From its 26 games, it finished 
with 14 wins, 7 draws and 5 losses, scoring 44 
goals and conceding 30. It gained one bonus 
point, finishing up in second place 4 points behind 
leader Marconi and two points ahead of Sydney 
City and Brisbane City. 

Canberra City lost that home match 2-0 but 
in the earlier away game secured a nil-all draw. In 
the first year of the PSL, 1977, Canberra City 
lost both matches against the then Fitzroy United, 
Heldelberg’s former name, The home match was 
lost 1-0 while the away match saw a 2-0 victory 
to Fitzroy, In 1978, our side did a lot better, 
beginning with a home draw 2-2 and then earning 
an away win, 1-0. But the highlight of the season 
was the Philips Cup home match which saw the 
sides locked 1-1 after extra time had been played. 
Ihen came a highly dramatic shootout and to the 
tasounding cheers, perhaps even disbelief, of the 
faithful yellow and blues, we won 6-5. What a 
performance that was! 

After a nil all draw with South Melbourne 
in the opening round of this year’s PSL competi- 
tlon, the path for Heidelberg has been diamond 
studded, After an away win 4-2 over West Adel- 
alde, the team drew 1-1 with Sydney City and 
then thrashed Blacktown City 5-1, Leichhardt 
was Its next victim suffering a 5-1 loss in Sydney 
and last weekend Heidelberg at home continued 
lrlsbane City’s dismal season by defeating that 
side 3-1, 

In 1978, Heidelberg (nee Fitzroy United) 
finished fifth on the table with 9 wins, 8 draws 
and 9 losses. With 26 points, it scored 39 goals 
and had exactly that number recorded against it. 
In 1977, it occupied third place with 32 points, 
galned from 12 wins, 8 draws and 6 losses, scor- 
ing 41 goals and having 34 scored against it. 

The reason for Heidelberg’s success is easy to 
discern if you belong to that school of thought 
which believes that the more a team stays to- 
gether from season to season the greater will be 
lw foree through the complete understanding of 
\ts players of each other. 

Seanning last year’s squad that played against 
Canberra | find no fewer than 11 players whose 


Names appear in this year's squad. And what 
names they are — Yakka Banovic, John Yzen- 
doorn, Jim Tansey, Bob Provan, Pat Bannon, 
Jimmy Rooney, Jim Campbell, Garv Cole. Jamie 
Paton, Andrew Bozikas and Arthur McMillan. 
Losses from the team are Branko Buljevic who 
has transferred to South Melbourne and Ken 
Taylor who has returned to Britain. Youth inter- 
national Theo Selemidis is filling a midfield spot 
with distinction and the team itself is firing on all 
cylinders under a coaching setup that is unique — 
two coaches, 

Jimmy Rooney, the Socceroo’s current cap- 
tain and so evergreen that he looks out of place 
in a drought stricken country, and the redoubt- 
able Pat Bannon share the coaching. True, the 
situation is only a stop-gap measure, but Presi- 
dent Jimy Mangopoulos whose club is seeking a 
new coach overseas must be having second 
thoughts in view of the success achieved current- 
ly. In fact, Mr Mangopoulos has had some wise 
words to utter recently , that should be heeded by 
all persons in authority in clubs, especially those 
who seem never content unless their coaches are 
constantly under the threat of dismissal no 
matter how good the results they achieve. He told 
the Australian Soccer Weekly recently: 


One problem with coaches is this: The sup- 

Porters want the team to win all the time and 

as soon as the team loses two or three games 

the first person to be attacked and criticised is 
the coach. So there is a lot of pressure on him 
to keep on winning week after week and | 
think the first thing we have to do is make the 
supporters understand that coaches need time 
to be able to prepare the team and to have the 
results. Supporters have to be patient. 

Amen! 

But no review of our guests today would be 
complete without reference to the record estab- 
lished by Gary Cole, Last weekend, another hat 
trick by Cole saw him take his tally of goals in 
Philips matches to 52. Gary is in his fifth season 
with Heidelberg, which bought him from Ring- 
wood Wilhelmina for $6,000 in 1976 at the ripe 
old age of 20. His menace has been demonstrated 
in his appearances for the Victorian side as well 
as for Australia. Today he will be intent to move 
closer to his next record — a century of goals in 
the PSL. Today’s clash has all the makings of a 
grand tussle. It will be, | think, the hardest 
match for Canberra City this season. Best wishes 
go to both sides.
